CINCINNATI, Feb. 12 —Scott Jackson's 
written statement to his attorney has 
been given to the public. 
It under- 
takes to tell chronologically his connec- 
tion with the case, beginning with 
Monday of the week of the murder. 
That day he says he received a postal 
card from Will T. Wood, stating that 
Pearl would arrive in Cincinnati that 
night 
He and Walling went to the 
two depots, but both missed her. 
Not 
having money, be borrowed $2 of 
Wallingford, of which he paid back 
$1 75 the next night. 
Tuecdsy morn- 
ing he received a note from Pearl at 
the college and he and Walling went 
to the Indiana house. 
He saw her, 
but Walling did not. It was arranged 
that Walling should get a room without 
telling Jackson where it was 
and 
perform 
the 
operation. 
Walling 
not having found a room, Hiss Bryan 
went to Heider's for supper and to the 
Indiana house for the night. 
Wednes- 
day, he does not say where Pearl was 
that day except that he told her to 
meet Walling at Fourth and Race 
streets at 10 o'clock. Walling left him 
to meet her and Jackson saw him no 
more until Thursday afteriicon at the 
college. 
To his question about the 
news, Walling answered: 


Everything is all right. 
She is 
well." 


Jackson was at the college until 5:30 
and in his room most all evening. At 
9:30 Walling came in and got some 
things from the closet, took the grip 
and went out. Friday morning Jack- 
son awoke and found Walling in bed, 
and they went to the lecture together. 
That day Jackson had his beard shaved 
ofi at the barber's suggestion. 
Wall- 
ing ws^ out all afternoon, but came in 
in thé evening and played a game 
of cards. 
After 
9 
o'clock Wall- 
ing took Pearl Bryan's grip, 
put 
on his hat and coat and went out. 
He did not return until 3:30 a. m., 
for at that tiine," says Jackson, "I 
awoke and found he was not In, so I 
put out the gas and went to sleep " 
Saturday morning he found Wallini; in 
bed. 
He then tells of their going to 
thecollege on Saturday, and in the 
afternoon reading of the murder in the 
papers. 
When he asked Walhng if 
n)}at.w^.his case, his face, turned rM 
and then pale, but he did çot answer. 


Wben I asked hini what he did 
with it. Walling simply said, 'I threw 
it overboard.' " 


Jackson then tells of their return to 
the room and of their plan to get rid of 
Pearl's clothes. 
He admits that he 
threw a bundle into the sewer, and 
threw something into the Ohio river. 


THB COBOSEB'S VKBDICT. 
Coroner Tingley's jury rendered a 
verdict in the inquest held over the 
body of Pearl Bryçin. 
The findings by the jury are: 
First—That the dead body found on 
the farm of John Locke, near Fort 
Thomas, February 1st, is the body of 
Pearl Bryan, late of Greencastle, Ind. 


Second—That cocaine had been ad- 
ministered to the woman. 


Third—That the decapitation had 
taken plwe while the woman was still 
alive and at the place where the body 
was found. 


Fourth—That Pearl 
Bryan, Scott 
Jackson and AI0BZÎ M. Walling were 
list seen together at 6 o'clock oh Fri- 
day evening. January 31, entering a 
cab together at 
George pnd Plum 
streets, Cincinnati, and that the cab 
was driven south in the direction of 
Fort Thomas. 


From these findings the coroner 
holds Scott Jackson and Alonzo M. 
Walling accountable for the death of 
Peail Bryan.

EL PASO, Tex., Feb. 12 —The Eurals. 
the picked troops of Mexico, arrived in 
Juarez this morning at 8 o'clock, and 
after taking two hours to rest up and 
feed their horses, they were sent by 
the governor to

bank. An island in the Rio Grande, 
which is in disputed territory, the gov- 
ernor directed, should be occupied by 
his men with instructions to allow no 
prize fight upon it. The governor reit- 
erates this morning that while he was 
personally in favor of allowing the 
fight to come ofi", he could not in the 
face of the positive orders of the presi- 
dent, allow it to be held on Mexican 
soil. Later in the day the governor 
held a conference with Adjutant Gen- 
eral Mattsey, of Texas, and United 
States Marshal Hall, of New Mexico.

In charge o! "Parson" Davies, arrived 
this morning. Sullivan was none the 
worse for his recent acrobatic perform- 
ance iu connection with a flying rail- 
road train and expressed himself as 
anxious to see the fight and was con- 
fident that it would be pulled off.

FOUND THE BULLET. 


The Cathode 
Bays 
Surgrery, 


Utilized in 


A Troublesome liCaden Bullet, Which 
Had €ansed Casper Schmidt Mach 
Pain, EiOCRtcd and Removed. 


The £ast Side of Wayne Street Tout« 
pletely Swept and the I^oss 
Is 8100,000. 


CHICAGO. Feb. 12—Cathode rays were 
put to use for the first time ioday in a 
surgical operation. 
Casper Schmidt, 
who had been shot in the hand several 
years ago, offered himself as a subject 
to Dr. Jamés E. Burry and Electrician 
Charles E. Scribner, who have been 
conducting a series of experiments at 
the laboratory of the Western Electric 
company. The bullet in the hand was 
a small one and its location could not 
be determined by ordinary means, 'but 
it at times caused great pain and partial 
paralysis of the member. The injured 
hand was exposed to the cathode rays 
for about one hoi^r. After the lapse of 
that time the sensitized plate upon 
which rested the wounded hand was 
taken to the photogiaph room. 
When 
developed the plate disclosed an ex- 
cellent likeness of the anatomy of the 
hand. Between the metacarpal bones 
of 
the 
third 
and 
fourth fiogers 
could be seen the likeness of what 
appeared to be a buckshot. The lead 
rested about an inch and a half below 
the knuckles and was perfectly plain. 
This morning Dr. Burry made a silver 
print from the negative, and using this 
as a guide, the physician removed the 
bullet. The operation was quickly and 
neatly performed and Schmidt suffered 
little pain. No drug was used in per- 
forming the operation. Dr. Burry de- 
ciding it unneceEsary. Tiie cathode 
rays had simplified the operation so 
much that little remained for 
ac- 
complishment of the removal of the 
bullet,

Several Jlurders of Depraved Women 
Traced to Him—He Siranjjlcs 
His 'Victims to l>rath. 


VicTOKiA, B, C., Feb, 12—Dreadful 
stories come from Yokohoma of the 
treatment of Japanese by 
Formosa 
rebels, some correspondents going so 
far as to say that the Chinese practice 
cannibalism. 
Early in January the 
rebels took possesiion of the village of 
Kelung. A detachment of Japanese 
was sent to attack the place and after 
considerable opposition succeeded 4n 
driving the rebels off and entering the 
village, which was afterwards fired. 
The correspondent of the Japanese 
Mail, in speaking of the arrival of the 
Japanese troops in the village, says: 


"The troops were horrified at the 
ghastly spectacle of nineteen bodies of 
their countrymen beheaded and fright- 
fully mangled. 
They were railway 
workmen who had met death at the 
hands of the 
fiends. 
Many of your 
readers may not be aware of the canni- 
balism that exiats among the Chinese 
although 
there 
is probably not a 
foreigner in Formosa but knows of the 
eating of portions of the bodies by sav- 
figes, or are unaware of the markets in 
Formosan settlements containing hu- 
man flesh of savages for sale. Dur- 
ing the outbreak of 1891 so great 
was the loss of life that savage flesh 
was brought in and sold the same as 
pork in the markets. The mutilated 
bodies of Japanese were found, several 
of them disembowled and with their 
hearts cut out, also minus their parts. 
Some were found who had been burned 
at the snake, charred bodies with 
haKds and feet still fastened were some 
of the spectacles the soldidrs saw." 


I N D I A N A 
L I Q U O R 
P R O S E C U T I O N S 
A Dozen Convicted Men at Hammond 
Await Snpr«-me Court Decision. 
HAMMOND, I n d , Feb. 
12—Thirteen 
of Hammond's liquor dealers 
have 
been arraigned the last few days for 
violating the screen feature of the 
Nicholson law. The cases have been 
tried before Special Judge Wiley, of 
the Newton circuit court. ^ Conviction 
and a $10 fioe was imposed in twelve of 
the cases, 
Iu each case the defendant 
pleaded not guilty. 
The defendant in 
each case moved to arrest judgment, 
but the motion was overruled and the 
fine imposed. Motions for new trials 
were sat down -for. argument later in 
the term, but the supreme court ^will 
decide. February 19 as to the consti- 
tutionality of the Nicholson law. 
If 
upheld, the saloonkeepers will pay 
their fines without further steps. If 
decided unconstitutional all these oases 
will be "nollied."

The night prior to the murder of 
"Little May Smith" a man bearing the 
appearance of a thug, entered the room 
ot a young girl, who had assumed the 
name of Lulu Taber, on Morton fltre< u. 
Alter inquiring as to the anioutit of 
money the girl had and receiving a 
reply favorable to him, he bccame ex- 
ceediogly rough, 
tearing the girl's 
clotheB from her person in an endeav- 
or. it is presumed, to rob her. The girl 
ordered him out into the street, but he 
refused to go and 8»7,ain asBailed her, 
but her cries and her lla-eatH to cali the 
police attracted ilie attention of the 
gills in rooms adjcining her, which 
frigh-eted him, and he made a hfisty 
exit.

The I'scs of the H/cw Process of Pho- 
i togrraphy. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 12 —The possible 
uses ot the new process of photography 
involving the application of the cathode 
reys in determining the existence of 
secret ii%ws in metals itre now about to 
be tested thoroughly at the Carnegie 
works, where a large amount of naval 
construction is under way. The proper 
apparatus has been secured and the 
experts are about 
to 
demonstrate 
whether or not the new rays will pene- 
trate thick bodies of metal. 
If this 
can be done the importance of the pro- 
cess from an industrial standpoint can 
scarcely be over-estimated. 
It will be 
possible to secure an exact knowledge 
of the nature of the metal of great guns 
without Tunning the risk of explosions; 
defects in the shafts of ocean steamers 
can be developed before the shafts 
break and thereby cause loss Of life and 
property and steel cflstings used for 
structural purposes can be accurately 
tested before being put in place.

All the members of the city council, 
except Mr. Mohr, were present at the 
meeting of that body last night.

session were read the meyor delivered 
his annu»\l mesacga presenting 
the 
annual reports ofitha bends of the vari- 
ous city departments. The message in 
full was fcs follows: 
(Tentleuu-n of tbe (,'oiiimi)ii • 'ouncil: 


I have the honor to submit herewith 
for your consideration detailed reports 
made to me by the heads of the city 
departments, except that of assessment 
and collection, for the year ending De- 
cember 31st, ISO-"). Thtse reports are 
too voluminous for me to review in 
detail, 
I, therefore, request that you 
will all carefully examine and consider 
them for yourselves. 


DEPAKTMBST OK LAW. 


The report of the city attorney shows 
the legal status of the city's business. 
The bulk'of the legal business of tbe 
city is the adjustment of damage suits. 
The course oi the department of law in 
adjusting these suits as iar as possible 
by arbitration outside of the courts, 
has proven very 
satisfactory. 
The 
amounts the city has been obliged to 
pay for damages has been much less 
than was formerly the ctee. 


Upon this department rests the re- 
sponsibility of guarding, preserving and 
promoting the healthful legal activity 
of all other sub divisions of the city 
government. Its importance in the 
succeesful adminietration of the busi- 
ness affairs of the city cannot be over- 
estimated. The management of this 
department for the past two years has 
merited the commendations of the 
people of Fort Wayne, 


DEPAKTMENT OF KINANCB. 


I am glad to be able to exhibit to 
your honorable 
body such healthy 
financial conditions as now exist in our 
municipal affairs 
The clear and elab- 
orate report of the city comptroller 
furnishes a detailed and interesting 
statement of the financial transactions 
of the city for the past year. 


This administratid'n assumed control 
twenty months ago, when the city was 
nearly $15.000 bahind in current ex- 
pense account. The condition Decem- 
ber 31, 1895, was that the floating debt 
existing when 
the 
administration 
assumed control has been paid, and at 
the end of the fiscal year of 1895 there 
was a surplus of nearly $15.000 unex- 
pended balance in the various depart- 
ments which has been turned back to 
the general fund. The comptroller's 
report shows that there was on Janu- 
ary I, 1896, $72,979 00 unappropriated 
funds in the treasury. Of this amount 
I estimate that $40.000 wi.l be required 
for current expenditures up to May 1, 
when the first installment of taxes for 
1895 will be received, which would 
show a burplus in the treasury at that 
time of $3 9 00 
The question arises, 
what disposition of this surplus will be 
for the best interests of the people. 
I 
am of the opinion that the recommen- 
dation from the city comptroller which 
will be submitted to you this evening 
for the payment of the mortgage fo«. 
$2,000 00 on the Central engine house, 
should be paid, thereby saving the 
interest. I would also recommend that 
$1,000 be appropriated for the erection 
of drinking fountains, and that $3 60 
t© $4 00 be appropriated for additional 
hcreet lights, for there are four or five 
locations where they are badly needed. 
If these appropriations are made there 
would still be $29,579 unappropriated 
funds in the treasury. Three ways of 
utilizing this fund suggest themselves 
to me, and 1 mention them for your 
consideration: 


1. This surplus would be turned 
into the tinking fund and used for the 
the purpose of redeeming maturing 
bonds 
If that course is pursued it 
should be invested in city improve- 
ment or other bonds, so interest would 
be received by the city. 


2. Tbis surplus could be used as a 
sinking fund for the purpose of enab- 
ling the city to procure its own electric 
lighting plant whenever sufficient funds 
are available for that purpose. 
J f used 
in this way it should be invested as 
stated above. 


3. This surplus could also be used 
for current expenses during the year 
1897, thereby enabling the taxes to be 
materially reduced. 
If this disposition 
is made of the surplus the tax levy 
next year could be reduced from 95c as 
it now is, to 75c for the next levy. 


Further than this, gentlemen, from a 
careful investigation and estimate of 
our receipts and expenditures lor the 
year 1890, I am positive that if we con- 
fine ourselves to the appropriations al- 
ready made for this year, better results 
will follow on January 1, 1897, If that 
is so, and there is no reason why it 
should not be, if ^ve follow the course 
indicated above; one more tax levy of 


cents mado ut.\t Septemher and col- 
lected in 1897 will furnish sufiicient 
money for the city to erect its own 
electric lighting plant and have it 
ready for operation by ihe time the 
preeent contract for street lighting ex- 
pires. 
The 
three propositions are 
these: 


1. Place the surplus in a sinking 
fund for the redemption of outstanding 
bands. 


2. Devote the aurjihis to a ciiiking 
fuad for the erection of an elecuic 
liglitin-g-iJant. 


.'i. Use the surplus for current ex- 
penses in 1897 and reduce the tax levy. 


These 
questions 
are 
submitted, 
gentlemen, for your and the people's 
careful consideration, and they aie 
worthy of it, 


DEPARTMENT 0>' PtliLlC WCKKS, 


The many important official duties 
»"signed to this department of the city 
government makes it a popular target 
for public criticism. 
All the cfEcial 
orders of this department are mau- 
datoyy, directing somelhing to be done 
for the betterment of the city at large, 
which the individual cit:zan is un- 
willing to do voluntary. 
This neces- 
sarily incurs the displeasure of some. 
The result is, the members of the board 
of public works are forced to eubmit 
with Christian fortitude, to 
almost 
daily criticism. 


The excellent service rendered by 
the board of public works to this city 
since its organization, fully proves the 
wisdom of our law makers in creating 
it a separate department of the city 
government. 
The members oi this 
board are worthy, competent and faith- 
ful servants, earnestly endeavoring to 
discharge the duties of their office 
conscientiously. The present business- 
like manner of conducting this im- 
portant branch of our city's business is 
a great improvement over the former 
slip-shod method prevalent in former 
years. Space forbids me mentioning 
in detail the vast amount of work done 
by this board during the past year. A 
glance, however, at the annual report 
it has filed herewith will be sufficient 
to convince anyone that many perma- 
nent improvements have been made. 
A new era of progress and prosperity 
has dawned upon the city of Fort 
Wayne. 
The improvement of her 
streets and alleys is rapidly transform- 
ing her into one of the most attractive 
and healthful cities of our state. 


DiPXRTMENr OF PCBOIC SAFETY. 


One of the sacred duties of every 
municipal corporation is to furnish 
ample protection to all her citizens and 
their property at all times. 
Recogniz- 
ing this fact, it has been iha earnest 
desire of the members of the board of 
public safety to bring this department 
up to tk,e highest standard of pro- 
ficiency in both its branches. 
With 
this end jn vitw^ appointments to i)03i- 
tions on the police and fire forces have 
been male with the greatest care, 
qualification being the supreme test. 


POLICE AND FIBE DEPABTMEXTS. 


The discipline and efficiency | of the 
police department has been gr^tly im- 
proved during the year and it is prob- 
ably not over stating the case to say 
that the department was never more 
useful and valuable as an ggent for the 
protection of the life and property of 
our citizens than it is today. 


The department has not been con- 
trolled or handled for political pur- 
poses. No dismissals have been made, 
except for cause; this policy has taught 
the whole force that a strict attention 
to duty and compliance with the rules 
of the department is expected from 
eaci\ and every member. 


The police force of our city is too 
small, 
It is impossible to obtain best 
results with the small force we have. I 
know of no city where the force is not 
much larger than ours. 


The fire force is also in excellent con- 
dition, both as regards equipment and 
the character of service rendered to the 
public. The chief and his efficient 
corps of men, by their faith'ul devotion 
to duty, have won for this department 
an enviable reputation for eff'eclive- 
ness, which is the pride of all good citi- 
zens of Fort Wayne. 


DTPARTMBST OF PUBLIC HEALTH ASD C'SAK 


Above all other responsibilities in the 
administration of municipal govern- 
ment, the duty of properly guarding 
the health of its citizens stands para- 
mount. The present board of health 
of this city is thoroughly impressed 
with its duties in this direction. 
The 
report of L. Park Drayer, M, D., in 
charge of the bacteriological laboratory, 
fully justifies your action in establish- 
ing tbe same. The work done in this 
department of the board of health is of 
the highest character, and should be 
fostered by every means in cur power. 
It is the imperative duty of every good 
citizen of this community, who has any 
regard for its health, to aid the proper 
officers in securing the necessary ad- 
juncts to our city's prosperity. 
Much 
has been accomplished in this direc 
tion and I hope for still greater results 
during the present year. 


There is perhaps not a city in tbe 
United States the .size of Fort Wayne 
that can produce a better health record 
than the one 1 have the honor of traos 
mitting to you herewith, n fleeting 
great credit upon our board of health. 
The paving of streets and alleys, the 
building of sewers, the filling up of low 
places, the dc-struotion 
of

weeds, the prompt removal of all gar 
bege, and an abundant supply of pure, 
wholesome water, is the secret of pro- 
moting and maintaining the health of 
any municipality.

annual report of the public schools. It 
is not necessary to repeat what has 
been said many times, heretofore, con- 
cerning the general prosperity of the 
schools.

Its value, its far reaching 
influence in providing for all the 
essential domands of elementary and 
liberal education, of social life, citizen- 
ship and sound prosperity, in all its 
husiness and professional avocations, 
give it a claim to the highest consider- 
ation. 


Fort Wayne deserves commendation 
for its liberality and faithful attention 
to its schools.

Ee 
did not claim to be the originator of 
this form of feminine trousers, but blised 
his right to letters patent on the ground 
that he was the inventor of some of the 
most esseni ial features of the accepted 
style of "bloomers."

The delay in granting letters patent to 
Royce was due to a long drawn and 
rather humorous discussion among the 
patent office examiners as to whether 
feminine trousers, commcmly linown as 
"h]oonicrs, " were patentable. 
Royce 
and his attorneys claimed originality on 
the fact that his invention of nineteenth 
century "bloomers" was a garment 
formed of two pieces or duplicates of 
cloth or other fabric and several addi- 
tional features. He submitted a drawing 
of hie invention, which resembled in 
miniature two balloons rampant, attach- 
ed to each other at th© waistband of the 
garment.
